DXNS reports that Dave, WJ20, is planning an African tour in October 
to include 3DA. 


5A, LIBYA. Andy, DJ7IK, reports that a planned operation is in the works by Brendan, 
GOUCT, and that an announcement will be made when all things are ready to go. Also, Andy 
mentions he is planning a multi-station contest operation from 5A1A next year. He has met the 
Ist operator of SA1A, Ali during the "Ham-Radio-Convention" in Friedrichshafen and has 
invited Ali to his home before going back to Libya. Andy will provide some information about 
5A1A and the actual situation there within the next weeks. 


5V, Togo (Update). Rodger, G3SXW, states the VooDoo Contest Group is now optimistic that 
plans for Togo will succeed. They hope to operate Multi/Multi in CQ World-Wide CW Contest 
on November 23-24th. Their team took first-place in the contest as 9GSAA (in 1994) and 
TY5A (in 1995) and their goal is for a third straight win.
